Mr. Hiller Crowell Wellman, librarian of 
the Springfield, Massachusetts, City Lib- 
brary since 1902, has brought his library to 
a very high standard of efficiency, and we 
are privileged to use his photograph as our 
frontispiece, hoping thereby to acquaint 
the younger generation of librarians with 
one whose modest ways and absorption in 
home duties have prevented his excellent 
work from being more widely known during 
recent years. 

Graduated from Harvard University in 
1894, a Phi Beta Kappa member, he became 
an assistant in the Boston Athenaeum for 
three years, then was appointed supervisor 
of branches of the Boston Public Library, 
which position he resigned in 1898 to become 
head of the Brookline Public Library. 
Thus trained he was chosen in 1902 as head 
of the City Library Association ot Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, where his work, includ- 
ing the planning of the new library building, 
one of the best in the country, has been so 
notably successful. 

He served as president of the American 
Library Association in 1914-15, presiding 
at the Berkeley, California, conference. 
He was president of the Massachusetts 
Library Club in 1901, and has been of great 


help to the library profession as a member of . 


the Massachusetts Library Commission, and 
on various committees of the American 
Library Association. He is also a member of 
the American Library Institute, and has 
contributed articles on library problems to 
various periodicals.
